WIRELINE COMPETITION BUREAU SEEKS COMMENT ON TRACFONE PETITION TO
REQUIRE RETENTION OF LIFELINE PROGRAM-BASED ELIGIBLITY DOCUMENTATION

The Wireline Competition Bureau seeks comment on a petition filed on May 30, 2012 by
TracFone Wireless (TracFone) to require eligible telecommunications carriers (ETCs) to retain
documentation of program-based eligibility." In its petition, TracFone requests that the Commission
require all ETCs to retain a copy of the underlying documentation used to determine program-based
Lifeline eligibility for at least three years following receipt of such documentation.” TracFone states that
the recently-adopted rule, 47 C.F.R § 54.410(c)(1)(i)(B), which requires ETCs to review subscriber
documentation prior to enrollment, does not sufficiently protect against waste, fraud, and abuse.’
